OF  TORPOIIMT 


Mr#  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

During  the  year  1957  the  estimated  total  population 
of  the  Health  Area  increased  by  220  as  compared  with  1956,  There 
was  a  sizeable  increase  of  330  in  Torpoint  UcD«  with  smaller 
increases  of  40  in  Looe  UoD.  and  10  in  Liskeard  LIoBo  The  estimated 
population  fell  by  60  in  Liskeard  RoD,  50  in  Sto  Germans  R.D,  and 
50  in  Saltash  Mo  Bo  Generally  speaking  there  is  in  this  part  of 
Cornwall  a  small  excess  of  live  births  over  deaths,  but  in  1957 
the  position  was  reverso.d,  and  the  total  of  live  births  -  691  - 
was  one  less  than  the  total  for  deathSo  The  birth  rate  for  the 
Health  Area  vms  15o4  per  1000  of  population  as  compared  with  the 
national  figure  of  l6ol  per  1000.  The  still  birth  rate  at  17.1 
per  1000  total  births  v/as  below  the  national  figure  of  22,4  The 
infant  mortality  rate  at  17o4  per  1000  live  births  was  also  below 
the  figure  of  23*0  for  England  and  Wales,  I  am  glad  to  be  able 
to  report  that  during  1957  there  were  no  maternal  deaths. 

During  the  year  deaths  in  the  Health  Area  totalled  692, 
an  increase  of  40  on  the  1956  total.  The  death  rate  at  12,2  per 
1000  of  the  population  was  slightly  above  the  national  rate  of 
11, 5 •  The  average  age  at  death  was  67  years  for  males,  a  small 
reduction  on  last  years  figure  of  68  years.  That  for  females  v/as 
73  years,  the  same  as  in  1956,  Both  figures  are  very  close  to  those 
given  by  the  Registrar  General  in  the  most  recently  published 
Abridged  Life  Tables  for  1956  for  England  and  Wales,  Of  the  692 
persons  who  died  during  the  year,  352  or  51?’^  had  attained  or  exceeded 
the  age  of  75  years  at  the  time  of  death.  The  most  prevalent  cause 
of  death  was  heart  disease  with  various  forms  of  cancer  again  holding 
second  place.  Of  defined  cancerous  conditions,  that  affecting  the 
v/indpipe  and  lung  was  most  numerous  although  shov/ing  some  reduction 
on  the  figure  for  1956.  It  is  again  interesting  to  note  that  of 
the  21  persons  who  died  as  the  result  of  accidents,  in  only  4  v/ere 
motor  vehicles  implicated. 

In  recent  years,  and  more  particularly  in  my  Annual 
Reports  for  1956,  I  have  written  about  the  increase  in  deaths  from 
bronchial  and  lung  cancer  and  the  probable  connection  between  this 
disease  and  prolonged  and/or  heavy  consumption  of  tobacco,  especially 
in  the  form  of  cigarettes.  There  have  been  no  great  developments  in 
the  investigations  v/hich  are  going  on  into  this  important  subject, 

I  think  it  is  generally  agreed  that  as  the  factors  v/hich  cause  these 
cancers  probably  act  over  the  course,  of  many  years  the  ansv/ers  to 
the  various  problems  posed  by  this  disease  v/ill  require  the  marshalling 
of  facts,  and  figures  over  a  long  period  before  confident  and  generally 
accepted  recommendations  for  prevention  can  be  put  forward.  In  the 
meantime  the  available  evidence  continues  to  suggest  that  cigarette 
smoking  is  the  principal  culprit,  and  one  feels  bound  to  continue  to 
advise  young  adults  to  leave  the  tobacco  habit  alone  since  this  is 
much  more  easily  done  than  trying  to  break  with  it  when  once  it  has 
become  firmly  established. 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  notifiable  disease,  other 
.than  tuberculosis,  rose  sharply  from  480  cases  in  1956  to  1465  cases 
in  1957#  This  was  brought  about  by  a  sharp  epidemic  of  measles  in 
the  Rural  Districts  of  St,  Germans  and  Liskeard,  and  the  Borough^ of 
Saltash,  The  epidemic  commenced  in  the  Liskeard  Rural  District  in 
^January  and  from  there  it  spread  to  Saltash  Borough  and  St,  Germans 
Rural  District  finally  dying  out  in  the  latter  district  as  late  as 
October  1957#  In  spite  of  the  large  number  of  cases  of  measles 
notified  -  1270  in  all  -  there  were  no  deaths  from  the  disease.  It 
is  also  remarkable  that  in  Torpoint  U, D,  Liskeard  M.B,  and  Looe  UoD, 
the  incidence  of  the  disease  was  very  light,  I  have  noted  this 
apparent  immunity  of  children  in  some  districts  immediately  adjoining 
measles  epidemic  districts  in  other  measles  epidemic  years  but  am 
quite  unable  to  give  any  convincing  reason  for  it.  Of  the  more 


serious  infectious  diseases  there  were  two  cases  of  poliomyelitis, 
one  case  of  paratyphoid  infection,  and  two  cases  of  diptheria® 

The  case  of  paratyphoid  infection  ¥/as  contracted  in  Prance,  In  the 
case  of  non-paralytic  poliomyelitis  the  diagnosis  was  in  some  doubt, 
and  it  appeared  that  the  disease,  if  present,  was  contracted  outside 
Cornwall,  Of  the  two  diptheria  cases  one  v/as  a  35  year  old  man  too 
old  to  have  been  included  in  the  immunisation  prograrijmo  v;hich 
commenced  in  1940,  The  other  case  v/as  a  2  year  old  boy  ¥/hose  parents 
had  refused  or  more  probably  just  not  bothered  to  have  him.  immunised. 
Whilst  we  must  Qcpect  the  occasional  case  of  diptheria  in  adults  too 
old  to  have  boon  included  in  the  immunisation  campaign  from  1940 
onwards,  it  is  disturbing  to  find  the  disease  in  a  young  child  for 
whom  protection  can  be  so  readily  obtained.  In  spite  of  the  almost 
complete  absence  of  diptheria  amongst  children  in  r ecent  year s  parents 
must  appreciate  that  this  happy  state  of  affairs  will  continue  only 
so  long  as  they  continue  to  have  their  jT'oung  children  protected  by 
immunisation. 

Whilst  dealing  with  notifiable  disease  it  is  opportune  to 
refer  to  the  scheme  for  immunisation  (vaccination)  against  poliomyelil 
During  the  year  1957  vaccination  using  vaccine  produced  in  Britain 
continued  at  a  relatively  slow  rate  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  some 
1560  children  only  had  been  protected  and  a  further  1406  children 
registered  by  their  parents  in  June/july  1957  were  still  awaiting 
vaccination.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  it  became  evident  that  the 
relatively  small  amounts  of  British  vaccine  which  could  bo  produced 
v/ould  seriously  delay  the  extension  of  the  scheme  to  all  children  up 
the  age  of  15  years,  and  it  was  therefore  decided  to  import  supplies 
of  vaccine  from  Canada  and  the  U, SoA,  As  a  result  of  this,  and  in 
expectation  of  ample  supplies  from  these  now  sources  registration 
was  extended  to  cover  all  children  born  betv/eon  1,1, 43«  and  30, 6,57, 
and  in  December  1957  close  on  8OOO  registr at ion/consont  cards  v/ere 
sent  out  to  parents  of  eligible  children  through  Head  Teachers  in 
schools  and  through  Health  Visitors  and  District  Nurses,  By  the  end 
of  the  year  there  was  every  hope,  and  expectation  that  the  scheme 
v/ould  go  forward  at  a  much  accelerated  rate  during  the  first  half 
of  1958,  and  this  has  proved  to  be  the  case.  In  this  Health  Area  I 
was  most  fortunate  in  securing  the  participation  of  all  the  General 
Practitioners  in  the  Area  in  the  poliomyelitis  vaccination  scheme 
and  they  have  in  fact  dealt  v/ith  close  on  70^3  of  the  children 
registered,  I  should  like  to  take  this  opprtunity  of  expressing^ to 
them  my  very  sincere  thanks  for  the  large  part  they  have  played  in 
ensuring  the  success  of  this  scheme,  I  must  not  close  v/ithout 
including  in  these  expressions  of  gratitude  the  Head  Teachers  of 
schools  for  allov/ing  us  to  hold  immunisation  sessions  in  the  schools, 
thereby  dealing  conveniently  and  expeditiously  with  large  numbers 
of  children.  We  hope  and  believe  that  the  time  spent  and  the  effort 
put  forth  by  all  concerned  will  be  repaid  by  a  reduction  in  this 
disease. 


As  far  as  tuberculosis  was  concerned  the  year  1957  was  a 
relatively  good  one  v/ith  a  reduction  in  the  total  number  of  cases 
notified  to  21  as  compared  with  29  cases  in  1956,  The  fall  in  the 
number  of  nev;  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  from  28  in  1956  to 
17  in  1957  was  especially  gratifj='ing  since  this  form  of  the  disease 
is  normally  more  serious  for  the  patient,  and  the  infection  is  more 
easily  spread  and  passed  on  to  others  than  in  the  non-re spir at or y 
form  of  tuberculosis.  The  main  weight  of  the  disease  fell  on  adults, 
and  no  less  than  8  of  the  17  new  cases  of  respiratory  infection  were 
in  persons  aged  45  years  or  more.  This  confirms  the  impression 
which  has  gained  support  in  recent  years  that  tuberculosis  is  tending 
to  become  a  disease  of  middleaged  and  elderly  people.  Prom  this  it 
follows  that  persons  over  the  age  of  45  who  suffer  from  chronic 
cough  or  other  disability  connected  with  the  chest  should  not  too 
lightly  assume  that  it  is  some  less  serious  condition  such  as 
bronchitis,  but  should  seek  advice,  and  should  in  particular 
co-operate  in  any  suggestion  or  arrangements  for  X-ray  examination 
of  tho.ir  chest.  There  v/ore  four  deaths  from  tuberculosis  during 
1957?  an  increase  of  three  on  the  1956  total.  Of  these  four  persons 
dying  of  tuberculosis,  three  v/ore  aged  65  years  or  more  at  the  time 
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of  death  and  it  is  open  to  doubt  whether  tuberculosis  appreciably 
shortened  thelrspan  of  life. 

During  1957  a  further  group  of  children  close  to  school- 
leaving  ago  (those  born  in  1944)  wore  skin  tested  and  where  necessc'J’y 
given  BoCoG.  vaccination.  The  response  to  this  scheme  designed  to 
afford  some  measure  of  protection  against  tuberculosis  to  susceptible 
adolescents  is  on  the  whole  v;ell  received  by  parents  of  v/hom  only 
7  per  cent  refused  to  consent  to  skin  testing  and  vaccination.  Of 
the  677  children  eligible  for  inclusion  in  the  scheme  in  1957  the  numbe 
eventually  found  to  need  B.CoGo  vaccine  and  given  it  was  494.  The 
number  of  children  shov/ing  evidence  of  exposure  at  some  time  to 
tuberculosis  infection  (indicated  by  a  positive  skin  test  reaction) 
v/as  58,  Subsequent  follow-up  of  these  children  uncovered  tv/o 
hitherto  unknown  cases  of  active  respiratory  tuber Oulosis,  One  ?/as 
a  parent  of  the  positively  reacting  child,  and  the  other  was  another 
positively  reacting  child  who  on  X-ray  examination  was  found  to  have 
the  disease. 

Efforts  to  improve  the  standard  of  hygiene  amongst  personnel 
handling  food  and  in  premises  in  v/hich  food  is  handled  continued 
thjaoughout  the  year.  The  attitude  of  owners  and  occupiers  of  food 
premises  to  requests  and  suggestions  made  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  was  generally  co-operative  and  it  has  been  possible  to 
bring  almost  all  premises  up  to  a  satisfactory  standard  as  far  as 
equipment  is  concerned.  In  such  circumstances  it  should  be  possible 
to  handle,  sell,  and  serve  food  cleanly  but  in  this  as  in  most  other 
activities  the  weak  link  in  the  chain  is  the  human  being.  If  ov/ners, 
managers  and  employees  do  not  take  an  intelligent  and  conscientious 
interest  and  pride  in  their  callirxg  the  assistance  given  by  v/ell 
designed  and  comprehensively  equipped  promises  may  well  be  set  at 
naught • 

In  the  sphere  of  housing  the  main  activity  has  been  confined 
to  the  building  of  houses  to  replace  those  being  dealt  with  under 
slum  clearance  schemes  at  Salt ash  and  Tor point.  In  Liskoard  Borough 
efforts  to  acquire  a  new  housing  estate  site  to  the  east  of  the  tov/n 
continued.  The  development  of  this  site  will  enable  a  start  to  bo 
made  on  schemes  for  the  clearance  of  many  old  and  unhealtliy  dwelling- 
houses  in  various  parts  of  the  tov/n. 

Since  the  end  of  the  war  the  extension  in  the  use  of  the 
caravan  for  temporary  and  permanent  living  accommodation  has  given 
rise  to  some  concern.  In  a  holiday  area,  such  as  Cornwall  is,  the 
demand  for  temporary  accommodation  in  caravans  is  very  great  indeed 
during  the  summer  months,  and  much  of  this  is  met  by  caravans 
assembled  in  large  numbers  on  camps  or  sites.  Before  such  sites  can 
be  established  and  laid  out  for  permanent  use  permission  to  do  so 
must  be  obtained  under  two  different  heads.  In  the  first  place 
permission  under  Town  and  Country  Planning  legislation  is  required, 
and  here  this  is  not  infrequently  refused  since  collections  of 
caravans  are  held  to  bo  detrimental  to  the  amenities  of  a  locality, 
and  to  detract  from  the  landscape  value.  If  the  site  is  largo  and 
adjoins  a  major  road  carrying  a  largo  volume  of  traffic,  considerations 
related  to  traffic  congestion,  and  road  safety  may  determine  tho 
refusal  of  permission  for  the  site.  If  the  necessary  planning 
permiasion  is  not  forthcoming  either  directly  or  on  appeal  to  the 
Minister  tho  use  to  which  the  site  can  be  put  for  stationing  caravans 
cr  camping  is  limited  to  a  period  not  exceeding  28  consecutive  days 
in  a  year.  In  face  of  such  limitations  the  ov/ner  is  naturally  not 
inclined  to  spend  more  than  is  absolutely  essential  to  develop  and 
equip  the  site  for  the  relatively  short  period  of  use  permitted  in 
any  one  year.  Whereas  in  a  largo  site  permitted  by  the  Planning 
authority  one  usually  finds  permanent  sanitary  blocks  v/ith  water- 
carriage  sanitation,  good  arrangements  for  collection  of  r  efuso  and 
litter,  metalled  roads,  and  a  neat  and  tidy  lay-out,  such  is  not 
usually  tho  case  in  sites  v/hich  fail  to  obtain  planning  permission 
and  where  the  opportunity  to  use  the  site  for  more  than  28  days 
does  not  exist.  These  latter  sites  display  a  more  temporary  make¬ 
shift  lay-out,  with  the  minimium  of  facilities  needed  to  avoid

creating  pulDlio  health  nuisances  and  complaints  ^ from  visitors  using  t 
"ito-  In  spito  of  these  drawbacks  ah  comparod.  Y/itn  tho.  l^go^  appi  ovoc 
P-?  f r.fiii.yery  full  use  can  he  and  is  made  of  these  unauthorised 
sites  during  the  28  days  they  are  legally  permitted  to  operate, 
particularly  if  these  28  days  fall  during  the  peak  holiday  months 
of  July  and  August.  In  such  circumstances  and  under  heavy  pressure 
hv  caravans  and  campers  on  hardly  adequate  toilet  and  other  facilitie 
standards  of  hygiene  and  sanitation  on  the  site  may  fall  seriously 
and  actual  nuisances  may  he  created.  It  appears  to  me  that  j.f  caraya 
and  camp  sites  fail  to  satisfy  the  requirements  of  planning  and  puhll 
health  legislation,  then  the  present  loopholes  which  exist  and  may 
even  t end  to  encourage  the  use  of  poorly  equipped  and  unsuitable 
sites  in  an  irresponsible  manner  dictated  only  by  the  profit  motive 
should  be  closed  by  appropriate  legislative  measures. 
personal  view  about  caravinrdigand  camping,  there  is  no  ^  doubt  that 
as  a  means  of  holiday  making  it  has  increased  greatly  in  recent  years 
and  must  be  accepted  and  catered  for.  In  the  interest  of  ohose  who 
take  their  holiday  in  this  way,  and  the  local  residents  of  localities

sSoguardf  for  the  maintenance  of  good  standards  of  hygiene,  preser¬ 
vation  of  the  appearance  and  amenities  of  countryside  and  coastline, 
and  against  the  aggravation  of  local  road  traffic  problems  should  be 
so  written  into  the  law  of  tho  land  as  to  do  away  with  present 
anomalies  in  this  subject. 


Apart  from  some  building  at  Saltash  and  Torpoint  to  meet  the 
needs  of  families  who  have  to  move  from  premises  in  slum  clearance 
areas  there  has  not  been  a  great  deal  of  activity  in  housebuilding 
by  District  Councils  in  the  Health  Area.  Negotiations  for  the 


acquisition  of  land  at  Liskeard  to  accommodate  a  new  housing  estate 


for  the  Borough  of  Liskeard  continued  tl-iroughoat  the  year.  Until 
a  staU  can  be  made  on  the  development  of  this  estate  it  is  impossib, 
to  make  any  start  on  sl'rnn  clearance  schemes  in  the  older  part^^  of  th 
tovm.  The  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  has  recenuiy 
reminded  Local  Authorities  of  the  need  to  cater  for  retired  and 
elderly  people  in  their  housing  programmes.  In  the  post-war ^ anxie oy 
to  provide  housing  for  families  with  young  children  the  special 
requirements  of  elderly  folk  wore  generally  overlooked,  and  many  hay 
continued  to  live  in  old  sub-standard  houses  v/hich  with  the  passage 
of  years  are  becoming  increasingly  delapidated.  In^the  past 
vears  the  slum  clearance  programme  has  brought  to  light  many  such 
old  and  very  unfit  properties  with  old  persons  as  owner  occupiers 
or  more  frequently  as  tenants.  Although  the  houses  are 
and  in  some  cases  dangerous  to  the  occupants  it  is  extremely 
to  recommend  closure  or  demolition  in  face  of  the  uncertainty  e.s  t 
how  the  tenants  will  be  rehoused.  For  most  of  the  elderly  tenants 
the  lack  of  suitable  alternative  acconmodat ion,  other  than  in  an 
institution,  is  a  serious  source  of  worry  for  which  the  only  gQuieral 
satisfactory  solution  is  the  provision  in  all  futime  local  authority 
building  programmes  of  some  dwellings  for  old  folk. 


In  the  field  of  water  supply  the  main  activity  duri^  1957 
was  again  in  the  Liskeard  Rural  District.  Tho  laying_of  distributee 
mains^in  the  south-western  section  of  the  Rural _District  was  complot 
before  tho  end  of  the  year  and  with  the  completion  ^d  opening  oi 
the  treatment  works  and  storage  reservoirs  J^e  Liskeard  and 
Disti>ict  Water  Board  at  St.  Clear  in  ample  supplies  of 

filtered  treated  v/ater  became  available  lor  the  60  nwric 

laid  and  serving  the  southern  and  western^parts  of  the  Dio  u 

In  the  autumn  a  start  was  made  on  the  laying  of  mains  and 
installation  of  reservoirs  and  pumping  plant  to  serve  the  northern 
part  of  the  district.  In  other  parts  of  the  area  which  have  for 
some  years  been  generally  well  served  by  piped  supplies  mino 
improvements  to  extend  and  augment  such  supplies  continued. 


As 


far  as  sewerage  and  sev/age  disposal  were  concerned 
the  only  largo  scale  work  carried  out  was  at  Callington  where  a 
scheme  costing  £30,000  to  renew  old  sewers  in  the  town,  and  to 
construct  treatment  works  was  commenced.  This  will  remote  a 
standing  nuisance  caused  by  discharge  of  crude,  untreated  sewage  in 
fields  close  to  the  town,  and  obviate  the  serious  pollution  oi  the 
River  Lynher  which  this  sewage  caused.  Further  investigations 
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required  to  finalise  a  scheme  for  sewage  disposal  for  the  Borough  of 
Liskeard  v/ero  just  about  complete  by  the  end  of  the  year.  It  now 
seems  likely  that  the  necessary  public  enquiry  into  this  scheme  can 
take  place  in  the  not  too  distant  futurco 

I  must  apologise  for  the  fact  that  this  Annual  Report  will 
appear  some  weeks  later  than  in  previous  yearso  The  delay  is  due 
to  the  fact  that  I  have  during  the  first  six  months  of  1958  been 
fairly  heavily  engaged  in  the  poliomyelitis  vaccination  progranme  in 
schools  and  welfare  clinics  throughout  the  Health  Aroao 

I  should  like  to  conclude  this  preface  by  again  expressing 
my  appreciation  for  the  help  and  encouragement  given  mo  by  Members 
of  Councils  and  the  various  officers  ¥/ith  v/hom  I  have  worked  during 
the  year  1957o

In  spite  of  the  relatively  low  birth  rate  there  was  an  excess 
of  live  births  over  deaths.  The  deaths  of  4  infants  under  one  year 
of  age  resulted  in  a  high  infant  mortality  rate  of  65® 6.  per  1000 
live  births.

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PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT  FOR  1957 


Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 


Water  Supply » 


The  supplies  in  the  tovm  from  the  two  reservoirs,  Eglaroose, 
which  is  approximately  4^  million  gallons  in  capacity  and  feeding 
the  higher  part  of  Torpoint,  and  Crafthole  Reservoir,  v/hich  is  hi 
millions  in  size  and  feeds  the  lower  levels,  are  very  satisfactory, 
and  for  several  years  past  have  proved  to  he  adequate,  both  as  to 
quantity  and  quality,  so  much  so  that  it  has  not  bden  necessary  to 
use  the  auxiliary  supply  from  the  S<,Eo  Cornwall  Water  Board,  nor 
from  the  small  pumping  station  which  was  installed  at  Pool  Farm  in 
1934#  to  inject  an  additional  26,000  gallons  into  Eglaroose  trunR 
main  when  necessary*  During  last  v/inter  both  reservoirs  were 
emptied  and  cleaned  and  ’'Atlacidd’  weed-killer  was  used  in  Crafthole 
Reservoir  in  a  further  attempt  to  get  rid  of  the  very  strong  growth 
of  water-weeds  which  has  troubled  us  for  many  years.  It  is,  as  yet, 
doubtful  whether  this  has  been  really  affective  but  because  these 
weeds  displace  a  large  volume  of  water  if  they  are  allov/ed  to  grow, 
it  is  necessary  to  try  to  eliminate  them,  completely,  and  if  they 
cannot  be  eliminated  to  keep  them  down  to  reasonable  proportions. 

A  new  concrete  post  and  wire  fence  has  been  placed  aroiond  Crafthole 
Reservoir  and  certain  repairs  to  the  overflow  weir  and  spillway  and 
the  valve  chamber  have  been  carried  out  by  direct  labour.  In 
addition,  cement  grouting  under  pressure  v/as  carried  out  by  direct 
labour  to  the  weir  and  spillway  of  Eglaroose  Reservoir.  This  has 
proved  to  be  very  successful. 

Water  Sampling. 

During  the  year,  36  samples  of  water  were  collected  for  examination 
and  analysis.  27  of  these  samples  v/ero  satisfactory,  and  seven  of 
the  remaining  nine  were  of  water  from  Eglaroose  Reservoir,  before 
filtration.  This  supply  is  known  to  have  a  high  bacterial  content. 

Two  unsatisfactory  samples  taken  after  filtration  wore  from  a  tap  at 
the  Western  National  Garage,  but  it  is  known  that  the  tap  is  open 
to  contamination  and  further  samples  taken  immediately  afterwards 
’were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

In  March,  four  samples  of  vi^ater  were  despatched  to  a  Public 
Analyst  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination.  The  results 
showed  little  change  from  similar  previous  examinations. 

Regular  tests  for  the  oxygen  content  of  the  water  are  carried 
out,  and  these  indicate  clearly  v/hen  it  is  necessary  to  take  steps 
for  the  prevention  of  any  unpleasant  taste  or  smell. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Here  again,  this  service  continues  to  run  smoothly  and  gives  very 
little  trouble.  It  is  continually  necessary  to  repair  the  outlets  to 
the  sea  but  apart  from  this  there  is  little  to  report.  Rodent 
infestation  of  the  sowers  is  non-existent.  In  one  part  of  the  tovm 
there  is  occasionally  some  flooding  of  shops  where,  at  the  bottom  of 
a  long  slope,  flood  water  surcharges  the  sev/ers  and  surface  water 
sewers  also  and  rushes  up  through  manhole  covers  and  surface  water 
gullies,  but  the  Council  intends  to  rectify  this  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  County  Council  has  already  laid  a  new  and  enlargo-d  surface  water 
sewer. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

The  cost  of  this  service  has  been  reduced  considerably,  if  the 
cost  per  bin  collected  is  considered.  The  moving-floor  12  cub, yd. 
motor  refuse  collecting  vehicle,  which  was  purchased  by  the  Council 
some  three  years  ago,  has  made  refuse  collection  mioro  economical, 
and  in  addition,  the  methods  of  collection  have  boon  improved. 
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The  situation  with  regard  to  disposal,  v/hilst  at  the  moment 
satisfactory,  gives  some  cause  for  concern  on  the  long-term  issue. 

The  refuse  tip  situated  at  Borough  Quarry  is  the  last  tipping  space 
within  the  Urban  District,  and  indeed,  it  is  the  last  available 
space  for  many  miles  around,  and  will  be  completely  filled  up  within 
the  next  five  years,  unless  the  Council  can  very  quickly  arrange  for 
the  erection  of  a  refuse  incinerator  v/hich  would  considerably  reduce 
the  volume  of  refuse  to  be  disposed  of. 

Housing. 

The  Council  had  in  hand,  during  the  year  ended  December,  1957j 
the  construction  of  twentyfour  terrace  type  houses,  but  none  of  these 
were  completed.  It  was,  hov/ever,  expected  that  the  first  six  would 
be  finished  during  the  month  of  January  and  the  remainder  would  bo 
occupied  before  the  month  of  Juno,  Six  dwellings  were  completed  by 
private  enterprise  during  the  year,  five  of  these  being  the  first  to 
be  completed  on  a  new  private  enterprise  housing  estate,  capable  of 
development  for  up  to  fiftysix  dwellings  by  Messrs  Aubrey  Long  Ltd,, 
Building  Contractors,  Torpoint.  This  v/ill,  to  some  extent,  relieve 
the  pressure  on  the  Council’s  housing  list  because  the  tv/entyfour 
Council  houses  now  under  construction  are  for  occupation  by  families 
removed  from  clearance  areas  in  the  older  part  of  the  tovm. 

Slum  Clearance, 

No  Clearance  Orders  v/ere  made  during  the  year  but  one  unfit 
house  was  dealt  with  by  the  placing  of  a  Demolition  Order.  No  unfit 
houses  were  demolished. 

Factories. 

In  1957  the  local  authority’s  Register  showed  that  in  the 
district  there  vi/ere  tv;elve  factories,  only  one  of  v;hich  was  v/ithout 
power.  Inspections  carried  out  proved  that  the  premises  v/ere 
reasoiably  satisfactory,  and  it  v/as  not  necessary  to  serve  any  notices

Three  premises  registered  aa  dairies  have  occupiers  licensed  for 
the  purveying  of  specially  designated  milk.  Two  shops  are  licensed 
for  the  sale  of  bottled  milk.  All  milk  sold  in  the  Urban  District 
is  pasteurised.  There  are  three  food  shops  registered  for  the  sale 
of  Cornish  cream. 


During  the  year,  all  the  remaining  notices  under  the  Pood  I^ygiene 
Regulations  were  complied  v/ith  and  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  take 
any  formal  action  when  inspecting  food  premises,  Pive  informal 
requests  wore  complied  with  readily,  and  it  is  interesting  to  note 
that  in  the  case  of  two  butchers'  shops  where  notices  had  been  served 
to  provide  new  floor  surfaces,  the  occupiers  v/ere  unco-operative  to 
the  last;  however,  shortly  after  having  had  unsatisfactory  wooden 
floors  replaced  by  suitable  solid  flooring,  both  butchers  expressed 
the  opinion  that  they  had  been  saved  so  much  labour  and  inconvenience 
as  a  result  of  the  improvement,  that  they  v/ished  they  had  been 
compelled  to  carry  out  the  work  years  previously. 

After  much  discussion  and  correspondence,  the  U.D.C,  and  their 
officers  concluded  that  in  the  case  of  food  vehicles,  running  hot 
and  cold  water,  as  required  by  Regulations,  could  bo  insisted  upon 
only  in  cases  where  food  was  sold  for  immediate  consumption.  It  has 
been  noted,  notv/ithstanding,  that  some  of  the  better  types  of  food 
vehicles  have  been  provided,  with  proper  washing  facilities. 

It  is  felt  that  with  few  exceptions  a  reasonably  high  standard 
of  cleanliness  in  food  preinises  has  been  achieved  and  is  being 
maintained. 

Pood  Sampling, 

Samples  of  milk,  ice-cream  and  other  foods  wer  e  taken  regularly 
throughout  the  year. 

Of  thirtytwo  samples  of  milk,  twentynine  cord’ormed  to  the 
necessary  standard,  the  remainder  being  judged  void  due  to  leaving 
reached  too  high  a  temperature,  Portyfour  samples  of  ice-cream  were 
taken,  and  of  these,  thirtynine  were  in  grade  1,  four  in  grade  3« 

No  reason  could  be  ascertained  for  the  single  unsatisfactory  sample 
but  subsequent  portions  of  ice-cream  from  the  same  source  v/ere 
satisfactory. 

Twelve  samples  of  other  foods  were  taken  and  these  included  meat 
and  fish,  and  their  products,  fresh  cream  and  egg  tart.  In  no  caso 
v/ere  any  pathological  organisms  found.
